1. Claims 1 througli 9, 12 tlirough 14 and 17 are pending. Claims 1 through 9 and 
17 have been amended. Applicants' claim to foreign priority by application JAPAN 
2003-282354 filed July 30, 2003 is acknowledged. Applicants' amendments and 
arguments filed June 10, 2010 have been entered and carefully considered. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT
